oger White 
was a man 
whose 
scientific gifts took 
him far from his 
home in the Vale. 

He was the grandson 
of a coal miner, and was 


bom on January 11, 
1939, in Llwynypia. 

In 1955 at 16, he won 
a five-year student 
apprenticeship at the 
Atomic Energy Research 
Establishment (AERE) 
at Harwell, England. 

During this time, he 
became an avid mgby 
player in the Harwell 
Rugby Union Football 
Club, and was known as 
‘Taff’, a nickname for 
Welshmen that stuck 
with his friends in the 
UK even until 2018. 

One teammate from 
those days described him 
this way: “...always in 
the thick of the scrum 
and a reliable and able 
team-mate who I believe 
went on to become a 
great captain. 

“A perfect metaphor 
for the man.”

Since everyone is 
supposed to store their 
food waste in green bins 
with lockable lids, it 
should not be possible 
for animals to get access 
to the contents. 

This leads to the 
possibility that someone 
is deliberately collecting 
bags and throwing them 
over people’s fences. 

I would ask that 
people take care to keep 
their green bins sealed 
and if they can throw 
any light on how the 
bags are being scattered 
around the area, they 
contact Crimestoppers 
on 101.

Talk on former 
‘monstrous’ rector 


NEVER was a 
minister or priest 
in Penarth ever 
subject to such 
wrath from the 
press as Rev 
Charles Parsons in 
the mid-19th 
century. 

In a talk on the Rev 
Parsons, Dr Chris Riley, 
local historian, will 
explore what made the 
last rector of the old 
church dedicated to St 
Augustine and first of 
the new St Augustine’s 
such a controversial 
figure. 

Arriving in 1863, the 
Rev Charles Parsons 
became first rector at 
the new St Augustine’s 
church, staying over 20 
years. 

He arrived with a 
glittering 

recommendation and 
overcame many 
challenges, but he also 
suffered humiliating 
national criticism. A 
later comment that 
Penarth was ‘the burial 
place of a great many 
clerical reputations’ may 
well refer to his time. 

Chris Riley will be 
exploring some of the 
background to this 
extraordinary priest who 


was vilified by local and 
national press at the 
time. The Western Mail 
accused both Rector 
Parsons and his bishop 
of ‘monstrous 
behaviour’. The 
Spectator referred to the 
‘infliction of gross 
injustices’ and the Daily 
Telegraph reported that 
‘the Established Church 
is wholly out of 
harmony with public 
feeling’. 

A further insight into 
local feelings is revealed 
in this extract from The 
Revd Charles’s last 
sermon in the old 
church: ‘We are 
standing at the open 
grave of this church. 

Fet us cast into that 
grave everything that 
may have weakened our 
love for each other.’ 

What were they 
getting up to? This is a 
Penarth story not to be 
missed! 

The talk on Parson 
Parsons is on Thursday, 
February 22 at 7pm in 
the Parish Hall, Albert 
Road, Penarth. 
Organised by the 
Friends of St 
Augustine’s, entry is on 
the door; £5 and £4 for 
Friends.

With Chris Short, an 
artist, photographer and a 
retired fine art lecturer, 
we have recently set up a 
website. It is www. 
thet wtbeech .org .uk. 

It’s a platform to 
collate as much as 
possible about the tree. 

Even though the tree is 
on private land, it 
overshadows everyone 
who walks by. 

It has presence, and 
it’s that presence that will 
be missed. 

So why not celebrate 
it? 

There is so much that 
disappears in a blink of 
an eye without stopping 
and thinking about it. 

Our lives are rushed 
and busy. 

Perhaps, just perhaps, 
this is a way to slow that 
down, if only for a while. 

Through the website 
we will collate 

memorie s, storie s, 

pictures, photographs 
and drawings of the tree 
now, and then follow the 
journey of what happens 
with the wood. 

How, for example, it 



moves from a living tree 
through to a beautiful 
chair or worktop. 

Chris and I have come 
up with many ideas but 
we’d love members of 
the community to contact 
us to share any ideas they 
have. 

I have had emails 
writing so elegantly 
about what those trees 
mean to them, how they 
play a part in everyday 
routines such as walking 
the dog.

Some of the turning 
clubs have been 


contacted to see if they 
can turn the wood into 
items. 

We plan to do spoon 
carving workshops for 
young and old with the 
wood from the tree, 
where people can learn a 
skill and have a piece of 
craft they can be really 
proud of. 

There’s the possibility 
of larger items from 
chainsaw carving being 
created. 

Beech isn’t the most 
durable of wood outside, 
but there are ways 
around that, so imagine a 
beautiful sculpture or 
amazing dragon in Twt 
Park for the children to 
enjoy. 

We’re trying to contact 
as many people as 
possible who can create 
something from the tree 
in whatever form. If you 
haven’t heard from us, 
please get in touch 
through the website. 

And in the long term, 


it’s hoped that an 
exhibition could take 
place where maybe the 
pieces created, the 
photographs taken, the 
drawings drawn, could 
all be in one place to 
really show that out of 
the demise of a beautiful 
tree, a great deal of good 
can come of it, involving 
the community. 

It’s sad that the tree 
has to come down and 
I’ve gone through the 
reasons, but I’ve met so 
many people who are 
really understanding. 

So it would be brilliant 
to create a real legacy 
from it and at the same 
time, show what talent, 
skill and creativity is 
around us locally.

At Harwell from 
1955-1960, he trained as 
an electrical engineer 
while also attending 
Oxford Polytechnic. 
AERE employed him in 
the Plasma Physics 
Division after he 
completed his 
apprenticeship. 

In 1964 Roger 
emigrated to Canada 
with his family, and 
spent a year working on 
satellite systems for 
RCA in Montreal. 

To the layman, 
Roger’s work area of 
speciality is not easily 
understood. He worked 
in the area of high- 
voltage engineering at 
Ion Physics in Boston, 
where he was first 
introduced to 
electromagnetic pulse 
(EMP) systems - which 
can power systems such 
as particle accelerators 
and colliders. 

He joined Maxwell 
Laboratories in San 
Diego, California, in 
1967 and began a 35- 
year relationship with 
that company. He 
managed up to 40 
people as vice-president 
in the Maxwell 
Engineering 
Department. 

His last major 
assignment before 
Maxwell sold its pulsed 
power systems business 
was to manage its group 
in Albuquerque and win 
a large contract at the 
Air Force Research 
Laboratory. 

In 2011 in Chicago, 
he won the IEEE Peter 
Haas Pulsed Power 
Award for ‘Outstanding 
Contributions to Pulsed 
Power Technology in 
Developing Programs of 
Research, Education and 
Information Exchange’. 

He continued to work 
and be involved in his 
field until he was 73. He 


attended his last 
technical conference in 
San Francisco in 2013. 

Endlessly curious, he 
loved to travel and 
would go anywhere at 
the drop of a hat, 
eventually visiting more 
than 20 different 
countries and countless 
states. 

In 2017 alone, he 
went to the Yucatan 
(twice), England, 

Alaska, New Mexico, 
and deep-sea fishing 
with his son Matthew. 
On an epic car trip with 
his boys in 1976, he 
drove cross-country 
from Washington DC to 
San Diego via New 
York, Connecticut, and 
Canada. 

Like his father, he 
always put in a 
vegetable garden in the 
back yard. He used 
much of the produce in 
his cooking, made 
marmalade, and bottled 
litres of tomato-basil 
pasta sauce to tide over 
the winters. 

He became an 
ambitious and always- 
experimenting cook,and 
in 2016 prepared an 
Indian curry dinner for 
38 people to support a 


charity. Naturally, served 
in the back yard. 

Forever a fast driver 
and auto enthusiast, he 
spent weekends for 10 
years lovingly restoring 
a 1963 E-type Jaguar 
from top to bottom, 
sharing a garage with 
Richard Miller. 

He became a classic 
automobile show judge, 
specializing in British 
sports cars at the La 
Jolla Concours 
d’Elegance from 2013 to 

2017. 

He died on January 9, 

2018, just two days 
before his 79th birthday. 
He is survived by his 
wife Julia Roth, his son 
Matthew and daughter- 
in-law Sherry, his sister 


Janet and brother-in-law 
David Knaggs, nieces 
Kate and Rebecca, three 
great-nephews, cousins 
in the UK and US, and 
former wife Gillian 
Ackland.

comments by 

Labour’s Local 
Government 
Secretary Alun 
Davies. 

The last time the 
subject was mooted there 
were suggestions the 
Vale could join a 
‘Greater Cardiff Council’ 
or merge with Bridgend

Speaking to the BBC, 
Mr Davies reasserted the 
case for fewer local 
authorities in Wales, 
commenting: “We need 
to come to some 
fundamental decisions 
about where we go from 
here. 

“I've heard nobody 
seriously argue that 22 is 
the right number. I think 
that’s a fair view of most 
council leaders that I’ve 
met, and I think most 
people across the 
country. 

“What we need are 
appropriate levels of 
governance; we need 


democratic 
accountability; and we 
need councils that are 
more powerful than they 
are today, able to take 
decisions in the interests 
of the people they 
represent.” 

Barry councillor 

Vincent Bailey cautioned 
Mr Davies against 

wholesale changes 
without the “consent” of 
Vale residents. 

He said: “These

Suspended 
sentence for 
woman who 
has ‘turned her 
life around’ 


BECAUSE of a delay in the 
investigation, the case of a 
woman who smuggled drugs 
into prison for her boyfriend 
took two years to be heard. 

Cardiff Crown Court was told that 
Dominique Conway (36) took 4.4 
grammes of heroin into Cardiff Prison 
by concealing it in her bra. 

Its value in prison was up to £2,200. 

Prison staff found a small amount of 
amphetamine hidden in her handbag, 
inside a locker. 

Conway, of Badger’s Brook Rise, 
Cowbridge, received an 18 month 
prison sentence, suspended for 18 
months and she was also ordered to 
pay £250 costs. 

The court heard that since the drugs 
had been discovered, Conway, who is 
seven months’ pregnant, had turned her 
life around. 

She admitted bringing a prohibited 
substance into prison and possessing a 
Class B drug. 

Judge Jeremy Jenkins said the case 
involved unusual circumstances and 
warned her that if she breached the

conditions of the sentence, she would 
be sent to prison. 

The heroin she took in, he said, had 
been used as currency and such 
behaviour led to bullying and violence 
between prisoners and placed prison 
officers in danger. 

He told her that he had given her a 
big opportunity and urged her to stay 
out of trouble. 

The offences occurred, the court 
heard, in December 2015.

A DEBUT 
exhibition by a 
Porthcawl artist is 
creating a stir 
because of the way 
her art works 
examine mental 
health issues. 

Cerys Knighton (23), 
who suffers from 
bipolar disorder, is 
exhibiting at Insole 
Court in Cardiff until 
February 16. 

Cerys has sometimes 
experienced depressive 
periods lasting for up to 
a year. 

“I think the ongoing 
nature of episodes is 
something that people 
are often surprised to 
hear, because the term 
bipolar has become 
attached to ideas of 
quick and erratic mood 
changes. 

“One of my aims 
with my art is to raise 
awareness of the reality 
of the illness. 

“I try to do so by 
depicting different 
symptoms, particularly 
those that people are 
often less familiar with, 
such as hallucinations, 
dissociation, sensory 
overload and cognitive 
dysfunction.” 

In a sense art has 
become Cerys’s saviour. 
She becomes absorbed 
in creating pieces using 
the ‘pointillism’ method 
- making an image out 
of thousands of 
individual dots. 

“It is the biggest help 
for me in the day to day 
management of this 
mental illness. 


“The pieces can take 
hours and hours because 
of all the individual 
dots, so even if I’m in a 
bad way and I’m not 
entirely secure in my 
own sense of reality, in 
that time I can become 
completely absorbed in 
drawing. 

“I feel a sense of 
achievement because of 
all of the work that goes 
into each piece. 

“In terms of my 
work, my preferred 
medium is pen and ink, 
so I create the art pieces 
using just ink dots. 

“On top of that, art 
has become a means of 
communication. 

“Even this time last 
year I struggled so 
much to talk openly 
about ways in which I 
was struggling - to a 
point where even many 
of my closest friends 
didn’t know I was 
unwell in any way. 

“While I struggled to 
vocalise these things, I 
found a means of self- 
expression through art 
in which I could 
communicate these 
emotional states to 
myself. 

“Now I can also 
share them with others, 
and I hope visiting the 
exhibition will help 
people understand 


aspects of manic- 
depressive illness.” 

Cerys paid tribute to 
the organisation 
‘Making Minds’ which 
boosted her confidence. 

“I am very fortunate 
to have been supported 
by Making Minds, a 
voluntary organisation 
that explores mental 
health through the arts 
and creativity. 

“Making Minds has 
helped me on a personal 
level with my 
confidence, and also 
created the opportunity 
for me to hold my debut 
exhibition. 

“I would love to hold 
a display in Porthcawl 
or Bridgend, that would 
be fantastic. 

“I hope to be able to 
exhibit my work as 
much as possible to 
keep raising awareness, 
but having an exhibition 
close to home would be 
particularly great.” 

Cerys has just 
completed a master’s 
degree at Cardiff 
University in which she 
focused her research on 
the field of medical 
humanities. In the future 
she would love to 
become a professional 
artist - but be able to 
combine it with 
undertaking further 
research.

AND NEW 


ON a bright, sunny, 
January morning, 
14 walkers joined 
Valeways leader 
John at the Horse 
and Jockey pub for 
a walk in the 
sunshine. 

They walked along 
the path beside the 
Wenvoe television mast 
erected in 1952 by the 
BBC, which is 855 feet 
high. The path led them 
to the Downs where they 
crossed the A48. 

Heading across a field 
they climbed a stile, one 
of about 30 for the day 
before walking across 
the Natural Burial 
Ground. This is a 
beautiful and peaceful 
place with views 
towards the northern 
vale and the Brecon 
Beacons. 

Dropping down from 
the burial ground, the 
group crossed a lane to 
head to the woods by 
Haelfaes before crossing 
marshy fields to reach 
the track from St 
Nicholas towards 
Peterston Super Ely. 

The walkers then 
turned south to arrive in 
the village of St 
Nicholas, where a coffee 
stop was made among 
the graves at St Nicholas 
church. 


The group observed 
the graves of the Corys 
of Dyffryn and the 
Knight Bruce family, 
who owned Dyffryn 
before the Corys, as well 
as the grave of the 
village blacksmith with 
its anvil headstone. 

Suitably refreshed, the 
group walked down 
Dyffryn Lane for a short 
distance, before heading 
over fields to reach 
Tinkinswood burial 
chamber, which held at 
least 50 bodies. It has a 
40-ton capstone, and one 
wonders how the 
builders brought this 
stone to the site from the 
nearby quarry. 

The next phase of the 
walk was eastwards to 
Coed Nant-Bran and 
although devoid of its 
bluebells, they were just 
beginning to show green 
leaves. 

The walkers carried 
on to the village of St 
Lythans and its church 
dedicated to St 
Bleddian’s. Passing 
through the churchyard, 
the group reached a 
wooded track which 
brought them back to the 
Horse and Jockey for 
welcome food and drink.

PHANTOM THREAD IS A FILM 
THAT IS WORTH UNPICKING... 


P eople in the 
public eye 
rarely stay 
retired for long, the 
lure of the attention 
and the need to 
work being chief 
among their 
reasons to turn 
their back on the 
quiet life. 

However, having 
already semi-retired 
once in 1997, Daniel 
Day-Lewis has 
announced his retirement 
from acting with one 
more performance, in 
Phantom Thread, before 
the end of his career. 

Re-teaming with his 
There Will Be Blood 
director Paul Thomas 
Anderson, Day-Lewis 
plays Reynolds 
Woodcock, a renowned 
dress maker in 1950s 
London, who, with his 
sister Cyril (Lesley 
Manville) are the 
designers to be seen in. 

When he meets 
waitress Alma (Vicky 
Krieps), he finds his 
carefully arranged life 


becoming more 
untangled and Reynold’s 
sense of control soon 
starts to slip... 

The retirement of 
Daniel Day-Lewis could 
have cast something of a 
shadow over Phantom 
Thread, viewings of the 
film coming through the 
prism of seeing one of 
the great actors essaying 
a character for the final 
time. 

However, Paul 
Thomas Anderson's 
captivating, hypnotic 
film is so wonderfully 
executed that Day- 
Lewis’ turn is just one of 
many highlights in a 
piece of work that 
lingers long after 
viewing. 

There is something 
austere and clinical in 
the way Anderson 
approaches the film, 
whether it’s the 
regimented routine the 
character of Reynolds 
follows, or the white 
jackets worn by him and 
his team of dressmakers; 
every scene feels starved 
of oxygen, built 
delicately on a 
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foundation of tensions 
spoken or unspoken. 

It’s a film unlike the 
others in his 
filmography, but feels 
symbiotically linked, 
echoes of the character 
studies you find in The 
Master or There Will Be 
Blood in the way he 
tackles the character of 
Reynolds. 

There is a stiff upper 
lip on show, typical of a 
film set in 1950s Britain, 
yet it also slowly picks 
away at the surface - the 
phantom thread of the 
title literal, and 
metaphorical in a 
multitude of ways. 

We learn early on that 
Reynolds is a man with 
much on his mind and 
the meat of the film 
comes when he meets 
Alma. Where once lay 
stability and assurance, 
suddenly his life begins 
to become more 
uncertain and Anderson 
plays the relationship 
between them 
exceptionally well, the 
ebb and the flow never 
losing its sense of 
humanity or becoming 
cliche. 

The film is, in many 
ways, a two-hander, 
other characters on the 
periphery informing the 
plot (most notably Leslie 
Manville’s wonderfully 
icy turn as Reynolds’ 
sister, who could have 
easily ended up as

stereotype in less gifted 
hands) but the story 
being driven by 
Reynolds and Alma. 

As the narrative 
progresses it becomes a 
story about control, 
ceding it and grasping it, 
and it’s here where the 
two performances truly 
come into their own. 

Day-Lewis is 
mesmeric, icily assured 
and yet not without the 
tiniest chink of 
vulnerability, a 
vulnerability that Alma 
is more than capable of 
exposing. 

As Reynolds becomes 
more dependent on her, 
Day-Lewis’ performance 
subtly runs through the 
gears and there’s an 
emotional truth to his 
turn that is tremendously 
watchable. 


Opposite him, Vicky 
Krieps is absolutely 
sensational and it’s a 
travesty that having seen 
the other main 
performances receive 
Oscar nominations, she 
doesn't find herself in 
the pack for best actress. 

Unsure and nervous at 
first, she is a fly caught 
in Reynolds’ web until 
she begins to slowly take 
control of the situation 
and manipulate it to her 
own ends. 

That she never feels 
cartoonish or malevolent 
says much of Krieps’ 
performance, and for her 
to more than hold her 
own opposite Day- 
Lewis’ wondrous turn is 
a true mark of quality. 

Anderson’s ability to 
mine tension and drama 
with such little action is 
a real gift and one he 
uses here on several 
occasions. There is a 
gothic horror flavour to 
proceedings, though the 
film never strolls down 
that particular avenue, 
but there is a nagging 
sense of something 
waiting to happen that 
never does. 

It’s masterful 
direction, and the British 
setting (a first for the 
director) feels like a 
palate cleanser for him. 

There will likely be 
some who find the film 
to be too slowly-paced, 
to be perhaps a little 


overtly mysterious and 
vague about its 
intentions and where it”s 
going to take you, but 
that’s the mark of a film 
that is capable of getting 
hold of you and not 
letting go. 

Come the end you’ll 
be left to think of your 
own resolutions, to try 
and get underneath the 
film and feel a sense of 
closure - but this is one 
Phantom Thread you’ll 
find yourself unpicking 
for a very long time. 

VERDICT-An 
exceptional film from 
Paul Thomas Anderson, 
Phantom Thread is a 
beguiling and highly 
captivating story brought 
to life brilliantly by the 
excellent cast. 

While the notion of it 
being Daniel Day-Lewis' 
final film is certainly an 
anchor, it doesn’t weigh 
it down, Vicky Krieps’ 
wonderful performance 
holding its own against 
the actor. 

Its subtleties and 
multitude of 
interpretations will stay 
with you long after the 
film has finished. 
Essential viewing.

VALE of Glamorgan 
Council employees and 
local councillors came 
together in Barry recently 
to mark the centenary of 
women’s suffrage. 

The Council’s Electoral 
Registration team invited all 
female members of staff, and all 
female councillors in the Vale, to 
join them for a photograph at the 
Council’s Civic Offices and to 
strike up a conversation between 
female figures working across 
local government. 

2018 marks 100 years since the

“Events like this, and the 
celebration that we will be 
hosting in March for International 
Women’s day, are significant in 
demonstrating the progress made 
in establishing equality across 
local politics, and we will 
continue work to promote that 
equality. I’d like to thank all of 
our employees and my fellow 
councillors for joining us to mark 
the centenary.” 

The Electoral Commission’s 
#VotelOO campaign is asking 
women across the UK to 
celebrate their right to vote by 
posting pictures of themselves 
across social media with the ‘I 
Vote’ poster. Many people are 
accompanying their images with 
a memory of the first time they 
voted.

Welsh farmers ‘hindered by access to 
broadband and mobile technology’ 


MORE must be 
done to stop 
farmers in Wales 
being ‘second-class 
citizens’ when it 
comes to accessing 
superfast 
broadband and 
mobile technology, 
according to NFU 
Cymru. 

The call comes after 
the findings of the 
annual NFU Broadband 
and Mobile Survey, 
which showed that two- 
thirds (67 per cent) of 
members quizzed in 
Wales said they were not 
able to access sufficient 
broadband speeds. Just 
20 per cent of those 
questioned agreed they 
could access sufficient 
speeds. 

Furthermore, only 28 
per cent of farmers 
polled in the survey said 
that they felt the mobile 
phone signal they 
received was sufficient 
for their business needs. 

NFU Cymru President 
John Davies said: “The 
results of this survey 
confirm that Welsh 
farmers are being 
hindered by access to 
superfast broadband and 


mobile technology when 
it comes to effectively 
running their businesses. 
Technological advances 
and access to improved 
communications 
platforms should be 
bringing us all closer 
together, but the 
evidence suggests that a 
divide is forming 
between rural areas and 
more urban areas. 

“Only last week, the 
UK Government had 
been celebrating that 95 
per cent of UK homes 
and businesses now have 
access to superfast 
broadband. However, 
that is of little 
consolation to those of 
us living and working in 
rural locations that make 
up the remaining 5 per 
cent. Indeed, recent 
figures suggest that 
seven of the UK’s 10 
slowest areas for 
broadband speeds are in 
Wales. 

“A great deal of on- 
farm equipment that can 
help improve 
productivity and 
efficiency is reliant on 
good broadband strength 
and is essentially 
rendered useless without 
it. We also hear from 
members that farm 


diversification projects, 
such as tourism-focused 
holiday accommodation, 
can be impacted because 
prospective visitors do 
not want to come to an 
unconnected 
countryside. 

“We know it can be 
immensely frustrating 
for Welsh farmers to 
read about the rollout of 
5G in towns and cities, 
for example, when they 
struggle to complete 
even the most simple of 
tasks, such as a phone 
call to the vet or a 
supplier, when they are 
out on farm in Wales due 
to poor signal and 
coverage. 

“When it comes to 
access to this essential 
technology those of us 
living in rural Wales are 
being treated like second 
class citizens at the 
moment and it’s simply 
not good enough.” 


Mr Davies said NFU 
Cymru has held a 
number of meetings with 
BT and Openreach to 
address the rural 
connectivity issues 
experienced by many 
farmers in Wales. 

“Farm business in 
Wales are facing up to 
the challenges and 
opportunities that will 
come about as a result of 
Brexit. Farmers will 
need digital 

communications to be on 
a par with their 
counterparts across the 
UK and the rest of the 
world if they are to 
compete in the global 
marketplace. 

“We will continue to 
put pressure on 
government and service 
providers to ensure that 
the industry is not left 
behind as a result of the 
disparity in the service 
they receive.”

Warren wins the 
mind games and 
it’s an immensely 
satisfying win for 
Wales - PHILIP

a result that 
surprised the 
pundits. 

or me, the 
most 

impressive 10 
minutes of Wales’ 
win over Scotland 
didn’t make the 
highlights 
programme. 

After a pulsating first 
half, Wales led 14-0 - 
and it could/should have 
been more. 

Scotland had enjoyed 
60 per cent of the 
possession and their 
much-vaunted backs 
had shimmied and 
darted but all to no 
avail. 

In contrast, Wales 
had looked dangerous 
every time they had 
their hands on the ball. 
Gareth Davies’ 
interception try had set 
them on their way and, 
but for a stray pass from 
Alun Wyn Jones, they 
could have scored the 
try of the tournament, 
after Aaron Shingler, 
Cory Hill, Rob Evans 
and AWJ had cut the 
Scottish defence to 
ribbons. 

It mattered not, as 
from the resulting 
scrum, we had a ‘shock 
horror’ moment when 
the referee, Pascal 
Gauzere, applied the 
‘not straight put in’ rule. 
Wales went left through 
the impressive Rhys 
Patched, and then 
moved it quickly right 
for Leigh Halfpenny to 
go over. 


The full back 
converted both and 
would, indeed, have a 
100 per cent kicking 
rate throughout the 
game. 

So, 14-0 at half time 
was good, but not 
decisive. An early Scots 
try would mean it was 
game on again, and 
Gregor Townsend must 
have emphasised this 
back in the dressing 
room. 

Wales have wobbled 
in the past in positions 
like this, sometimes 
trying too hard for a 
third try, but this time 
they came out and 
squeezed the life out of 
Scotland with an intense 
and error-free 10 
minutes. 

They notched up 
‘just’ two Halfpenny 
penalties, but that made 
it 20-0, and there was 
no way back for the 
Scots. 

On the 60-minute 
mark, Wales varied their 
tactics (as they did well 
throughout the game) 
and made ground with a 
driving maul from a 
lineout. Patchell broke 
to threaten the try line 
and, when the ball was 
recycled, Steff Evans 
gave a superb flip pass 
to Halfpenny who went 
over for his second. 

Another try seemed 
likely for Wales as 
substitute prop Wyn 
Jones crashed over, only 
for the TMO to report 
that there was no 
conclusive shot to 
confirm he had 
grounded the ball. 

Soon after, Alun Wyn 
Jones appeared at 
outside centre and cut 
through for a 40-yard 
gallop. If Gareth 
Anscombe (on as a sub 
for Rhy s Patchell) had 
taken his pass with the 
try-line beckoning, then 


that try would have 
raised the roof at the 
Principality Stadium. 

On 72 minutes, more 
slick handling along the 
line gave Steff Evans a 
reward for his excellent 
play all game. His 
ability to take the ball in 
an unpromising position 
and still beat the first 
man and make ground 
was important to the 
Welsh effort. 

Perhaps he was a 
touch lucky that the 
TMO only looked at his 
dive for a one-handed 
touch down in the 
corner. This was fine, 
but had the official 
taken a look at Hadleigh 
Parkes’ pass to Evans, it 
might have been ruled 
out as it looked a touch 
forward. 

Halfpenny's 
conversion made it 34- 
0. The Scots were 
shattered and Gregor 
Townsend was 
described in the press as 
“ashen faced”. I haven’t 
heard that one for a 
while, but it fitted the 
bill. 

Scotland did get a 
consolation try, scored 
by substitute centre 
Peter Horne but it was a 
scruffy effort, in 
keeping with their 
performance over 80 
minutes. 

So, it was a 
comprehensive ‘mind 
game’ victory for 
Warren Gatland, who 
was quite content for 
everyone to talk up 
Scotland after their 
good results in the 
autumn. 

He took the pressure 
off his team, 
emphasising how 
difficult it would be for 
some of his Scarlet 
contingent to take the 
step up from club to 
international rugby. 

He may have

expressed doubts in 
public, but it’s pretty 
obvious (now) that he 
had no doubts at all. 

It wasn’t just the new 
guys who did well. 
There were plenty who 
thought that Leigh 
Halfpenny and Scott 
Williams’ international 
careers had run their 
course, but that’s clearly 
no longer the case. 

Patchell at fly half 
was so composed, 
varying the play 
intelligently and always 
willing to take 
responsibility rather 
than dumping a problem 
on someone else. 

On the wings, Steff 
Evans was a live wire 
and Josh Adams 
impressed. His defence 
was solid and his 
support running showed 
why he has scored so 
many tries for 
Worcester. In this game, 
he didn’t get the ball 
when well positioned, 
but he has all the right 
instincts. 

What was most 
encouraging was that 
Josh Navidi, Cory Hill 
and AWJ have taken so 
quickly to the Scarlets’ 
off-loading game. It was 
almost too good to be 
true - and it will clearly 
be tested next week at 
Twickenham. 

England's 46-15 
scoreline in Rome 
flattered them, and it 
was only a couple of 


tight TMO calls that 
stopped Italy getting 
much closer. 

However, England 
have plenty of weapons. 
The usual suspects will 
be lining up and, then 
there is Sam Simmonds. 
He is short for a number 
8 but there can’t be a 
back row player in the 
world with his 
acceleration from a 
standing start. 

So, as the game gets 
closer, the mind games 
between Warren and 
Eddie Jones will begin. 
That will bring an extra 
anticipation to what 
should be a great 
occasion. 

I think it’s fair to say 
that Wales brought the 
most excitement to this 
opening Six Nations 
weekend. 

England won, but 
with a few huts. 

Ireland won, but only 
by saying: “It’s raining 
so we won't pass the 
ball more than six feet” 
and France raised the 
prospect in future weeks 
of players with broken 
legs being taken off for 
a Head Impact 
Assessment (HIA). 

I know, you’ve still 
got to admire Jonny 
Sexton's drop goal. The 
greatest ever? 
Considering all the 
circumstances, that 
seems a fair assessment 
to me.
